A Washington dispatch bays that 


over five million dollars (5,304,000) of 
greenbacks were deposited in the Treas- 
ury during the month of March by Na 
tional banks desiring to withdraw their 
currency and realise upon their bonds 
These greenbacks will be paid out in 
redemption of the bank notes as they 
come in. The immediate effect is a 
contraction of greenbacks , tho ultimate 
effect, a contraction of the national bank 
notes 
It is stated Co bo the largest 


contraction which has over occurred 
during one month, under the banking 
law of June 1874, and it is certainly 
of serious magnitude, being at the rate 
of sixty milhens a year 


The law was considered, when past, 


to b? in the interest of expansion ratber 
than contraction 
What was very con 


fidently claimed for it, however, was 
that it gave the currency a self regu- 
lating power, by virtue of which it 
would be expanded when its volume 
was less then the business of the ooun 
try demanded, and contracted when its 
volume was in excess of the wants of 
trade That claim seems to have a good 
deal of truth in it. 
Under the law, the 


currency of the country is now adjust- 
ing itself to the diminished volume ol 
trade, by oootraotion , but it is free to 
expand again, should the buincss of the 
country hereinafter demand it.
